WATCH HILL, R. I.Nov. 21.—The 


German commercial submarine Deut- 
schland, which started again 
from 


New London, Conn., for Bremen this 
afternoon, passed here tonight, mov- 
ing eastward through Block Island 
sbund.

King of Spain Aided in Con- 


struction of Rare Edifice. 


"Where will we find a Spanish, 


church?" 


That is the question that thousands 


of Latin-Americans ask at hotels at 
New York city, and there are thou- 
sands of persons In this city who do 
not know that here Is the most im- 
posing Spanish-Catholic chapel in the 
United States and one which for beau- 
ty of architecture and rare art treas- 
ures Is unsurpassed in the great cities 
of South America and Mexico, saya 
the New York Herald. 


Nuestra Senora de la Esperanza is 


the name of the chapel. It is near 
the corner of One Hundred and Fifty- 
sixth street and Riverside drive, over- 
looking one of the grandest views to 
be had in New York city. Unlike a 
great majority of Spanish chapels, the 
poor of the Americas had little to do 
with its building and few of the pen- 
nies of the Spanish workingmen and 
workingwomen went into its building 
fund. Nuestra Senora de la Esperan- 
za was built by the wealthy for the 
poor. 


Senora Roua Manuela de Laverreni 


de Barrill, wife of the one-time consul 
general of Spain in this city, was in- 
strumental in its erection. As a result 
of the efforts Archer Huntington gave 
the plot of ground and $25,000 toward 
the building. 


The king of Spain, J. Pierpont Mor- 


gan, 
Mrs. Collis P. Iluntington, Mrs. 


Frederick Vanderbilt and more than a 
score of other notable men and wom- 
en here contributed the money and 
the art objects which have made 
Neustra Senora de la Esperanza so 
beautiful. 


Hanging above the east chapel al- 


tar is a picture of the Madonna, by 
Mandraza. It was given to the church 
by Mr. Morgan. The sanctuary lamp, 
which always is lighted, is the gift of 
the king of Spain. On tho rim of the 
bowl are reproductions of the elements 
in the collar of the Golden Fleece. 


The gold-topped processional arch 


is the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey 
M. Depew. The key of the chapel is 
made of some of tho jewels of Senora 
de Barril. The door is of gold and 
green enamel, and the candlesticks, 
which stand at either "side of it, are 
the gift of Mrs. Frederick Vanderbill.

Removing Carbon. 


Motorists who wish to remove car- 


bon from the gas engine cylinder by 
means of a carbon flame may do so 
without injuring the mechanism if 
the following precautions suggested 
by the department of agricultural en- 
gineering of the Nebraska College of 
Agriculture are observed: 


The radiator must be filled with 
water in order to keep water around 
the cylinder walls and valves. 


Both valves must be closed and the 


piston is placed at the top of the cy- 
linder to confine the oxygen in the 
combustion chamber. 


If compressed air is at hand after 


burning the carbon out, the engine 
is turned over until the exhaust val- 
ve is open, and a jet of air intro- 
duced into the cylinder to blow all 
loose particles of carbon which will 
prevent it from proper seating, and 
so impair the compression.

"Our practice is to ke°p the trees 


banked with from six to eight inch- 
es of earth during the entire year 
This is very important as it causes 
the 
borers to work higher in 
the 


trunk of the tree and prevents them 
from getting into the roots where 
they are hard to get. 
Sometimes 


during September we remove 
the 


mounds of earth from around the 
trees with a hoe and then with a 
sharp knife clean off the gum and 
cut out all of the borers that we can 
find. Be careful to make the cuts as 
near 
perpendicular as possible, so 


that not much of the bark is muti- 
lated. 
Some men use a wire but T 
prefer a knife so that I cannot only 
cut out and clean out all of the bor- 
er channels in order that the wounds 
may heal more rapidly. 
The very 


small worms can be killed at this 
time by scrapping the bark rather 
firmly with the knife. After we have 
hunted the borers from the trees we 
left them open for about two weeks 
when we go over them again.

j time can easily be found on the sec- 
i ond hunting because of the fresh ex- 
crement which they send out. When
